BOOTS CLAIMS HE 
CUT COOPER IN SELF- 
DEFEI^ MONDAYj 

Lewis County Van Charge* With the 
MnMer of His Friend Is Ulld In 
Local Jail Pendloff He^ 
ing at Taneeburg. 

Qeraid Boots, of Lewis county, 
ebargfd with the murder of his friend 
and Beighbor, Bobort Cooper,, la oelo- 
bratlng hli twaotlath birthday In the 

Miason county Jail today. 

Boots, who surrendered himself to 
the sheriff of Carter county at Olive 
Hill Wednesday evening, was brought 
to Maysvllle late Thursday by Sheriff 
Bertraih, of Lewis county, and placed 
in the local Jail to await an examining 
trial b«fore County Judge Stone at 
Vanoeburt whlOh wilt probably be 
held somattma noit week. 

When Interviewed Triday morning 
at the county Jail, 'young Boots, clad 
in overalls and barefoot, seemed little 
affected over the serious predicament 
In which he finds himself. He claims 
that the was attacked by three young 
men, Cooper, Stacey and Stamm, when 
he was walking along the Indian creek 
road after attending the Indian creek' 
chnrch Mtaday 'evening. He said he 
waa with a young lady when the three 
men camo upon him and one of the 
men find fhMo ihota Into the air. An. 
other said aomathlng about killing him 
and the young lady ran. One of the 
men then grabbed him, another struck 
him and the third, Stacey, attempted 
to draw a revolver from his pocket. 
Boots says, when he drew his knife 
and cut Stacey. Then Cooncr came at 
him and he cut cooper In the abdomen, 
from vniloh he later died. 
. Booti l^jn he was perfectly sober 
and that the only maon he kndWa for 
the tronble wu that he owed tltamm 
five dollars. He laid he conld produce 
several witnesses to prove that he cut 
in self defense and said he did not fear 
of being convicted. When told that he 
was facing a very serlnus charge, 
young Boots said, "Oh well, they wont 
give me more than fifteen years." 

Young Boots is a grandson of Wil- 
liam Boots, former road builder and 
Itlnerant preaoher, who formerly trav- 
eled, through this county and is well 
known to many Mason county people.

HEALTH DFHCERS 
ARE PLEASED WITH 
I UjCALJONDIlNS 

' Ur. Lumsden, uf Ktdrral Health Board 
and Dr. MoCorniack, of Slate Board 
GreaU^ Encouraged With Condi, 
tlons as Found Here. 

Dr. L. L. Lumsden, of the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service, and Dr. A. T. Mc- 
Comaok, Seoretery of the Stel,^ .Board 
oMIealth, wera greatly pleued with 
conditions as found in HayivUle and 
Maaon county In their Inapeotion hare 
Thursday' and Friday. The worklnga 
of the local Health Department were 
found to be amooth and the accom- 
pllnhmenta all that were expected. 
Both representatlVM stalod that they 
«%re greatly encouragoii at the prog- 
ress being made here and higlily com- 
plimented all members of the local de- 
partment's force. 

Dr. McCormack Friday morning 
steted that he was more encouraged 
about the health work In Maysvllle on 
thia trip than on any of hla previous 
trlpa to onr city. He loudly praised 
the City Admlnlatratlon on lU sewer 
butiaing plan and after inapacUn^ the 
sewers said that the oflTolals had used 
good judgment In building the four 
sewers now laid out first. 

The t\ead of the health department 
also praised Mason county's progress 
toward sanitation. According to Its 
size and population, lio snid, Mason 
county is the best sewered county in 
the United SUtes having about 400 
Kentucky Sanitary Privies in use. A 
change In policy In regard to the 
building of these sanitary privies was 
announced Friday. Heretofore the 
Health Department has paid ,t6t the 
labor in building the privlea but In the 
future this cannot be done, however, 
the health department will furnish the 
supervision and Continue the Inspec- 
tion. Forty privies now contracted 
for will be completed under the old 
plan. 

Dr. McCormack said that on Thurs- 
day he. was in conference with Attor- 
ney Qeneral Dawson in regard to the 
Mkyavllle water case and he has the 
auurance of officials that the case 
will be ttken up by ihe Court of Ap- 
peals at the fall terA and expecte to

WaahlngtOD, August 18. — Samtiel 
Tltden Ansell, former acting judge a9« 
vocate general of the army and of the 
prisoner's legal counsel; Colonel John 
E. Hunt and Colonel C. C. Cresson 
were charged with conspiracy In con- 
nection with the escape of Orover 
Clevaiand Bergdoil, the draft evader. 
In a report signed by three of the five 
members of a special Invesllgatlug 
1 omniitteo filed today with the Houie. 

Characterizing Ansell as "the maa* 
ter mind" In the plan by whioh Berg- 
dull was releaaed from a military pri. 
son under guard to dig up a pot of 
gold, the majority report recommended 
that he be diabarred from practicing 
In the eourto of the nation "«bovo 
whose safety and Interglty he has 
placed gold." 

A minority rcjiort filed at the same 
time held, howevi r. that tliere was; no 
testimony to support tlip charge that 
.\nst'll, through whose efforts as coun- 
sel the prisoner was released, "con- 
spired to efTeotuate his escape,." Or' 
that his motive was Improper. 

One Republican, Representative 
Luhring, of Indiana, and two Demo- 
crats, Johnson, of Kentucky, a&l 
Flood, of Virginia, signed the majority 
report 

The minority views were presented 
by Chairman Peters, Maine, and Rep- 
resentative McArthur, Oregon, Repub- 
licans. 

Tlie majority findings were the first 
"f the many inv( stigating reports sub- 
mitted to the House since the close of 
the war where a Republican mmbar 
Jointed with Democrats and enabled 
them to file majority views. 

Major Bruce R. Campbell, formerly 
of Lexington, Ky., accused by Berg- 
doll's mother of having accepted |6,< 
noo to help obtain freedom for the 
prisoner was exonerated by the major- 
ity. The minority reported that there 
was no evidence that Campbell was In 
an\ ivay i^onnected with the escape, 
but asRumed Ihe proper military au- 
lliorltlr's woi])i| Institute such Inveati- 
Kation as may be necessary to the end 
that Campbell may be exonerated, If 
not found guilty."
